A Mexican Newspaper’s 
Description of a Real Bull 
Fight, Staged July 4th

BROWNSVILLE. Tex.. July 18.- 
Thev toyed 
Iii approved 
matador 
fashion with the first five “ feroc- 
Urns" bulls, those toreros 
in 
the 
priie rinj? at Matamoras, Mex., on 
July 4th. but when the sixth and 
last bull flashed into the fray, the! 
fight 
became 
replete 
with blood- 
chilling thrills. 
It was at the Plaza de Toros. 
Rodolfo Caon a, when* ringside seats, 
brought three dollars each, that the 
classic was staged. 
It rained slight­ 
ly early in the exhibition, and the 
slippery arena caused the goring of 
two principals 
aside from the bulls. \ 
Here is the ringside account of 
the affair, as printed in a local 
newspaper: 
Jose 
Ramirez Uoanita. 
19-year- 
old matador, was gored in the ribs 
and again in the back of the neck 
by the sixth bull. 
He was pain­ 
fully injured and w’ill be scarred 
for life, but will recover. 
G&onita. who has named himself 
after Rodolfo Gaona. the king of] 
the Spanish matadors, is young .at i 
the game. 
At present he has more 
courage than experience, but he is; 
regarded as a promising youngster. 
On the last bull he tried a trick j 
that Gaona has made famous; lean­ 
ing over, half-facing the bull, turn­ 
ing so as to swish the cape behind 
him. and standing stock still while 
the bull takes the cape with his 
horns. 
Some spectators say that the bull 
stepped on one of Gaonita’s heels* 
and 
threw 
him; 
others 
say 
he 
slipped on the wet ground. 
At any 
rate he staggered, lost one show. 
and the bull’s sharper horn went 
into his ribs through the folds of 
the cape, wound around him. 
Gaona went down, and. following 
the toreros’ custom, lay perfectly 
still. 
Then he apparently thought 
the bull had been enticed a w a y , for 
he turned his head to look up. The 
bull 
lunged at 
his head, 
caught 
the back of his neck with the blunt­ 
er 
of 
his 
two 
horns, 
and 
tore 
through the muscles at the base of 
the skull, severing them. 
lf the 
sharper horn had caught hun in­ 
stead of the blunt and splintered; 
end of the other. Gaonita would 
not be alive today. 
As it is he may 
have a stiff neck for life. 
Area, one of the banderillero*, 
had his girl in a box seat and he 
made a graceful and daring act of , 
the banderillero planting each time, 
showing for her. 
Rut the same 
sixth bull got him w hen he slipped 
on the wet ground. 
He had made! 


a good job of putting the darts into 
this bull’s shoulders, but just when 
he was ready to retire the bull 
came at him. 
He started for the 
barrier, slipped and went down. He 
lay perfectly still and the bul! let 
him lie. 
When the bull’s attention was di­ 
rected elsewhere Area crawled to­ 
ward the barrier and then tried to 
skin over it. 
The bull was a little 
too quick for him and helped him 
over the fence witty a wicked upper­ 
cut. 
The horn sank in four or five 
inches, apparently, and 
it 
looked 
like Area has been badly gored. He 
was out and around Saturday, how’ 
ever, with only a limp and a future 
scar as a souvenir. 
The first four bulls Drought into 
the ring died like respectable beef 
steers.

were registered. 
Of the 30,026 births reported for 
1918 to Dr Lewis, there was a dif­ 
ference of less than a thousand in 
favor of the male population. These 
reports, given out today, gave the 
preponderance ity boy babies as 930. 
Of the year’s births 15,478 were 
boys and 14,54 8 girls. 
What the wrar had to do with 
these figures may only be conjec­ 
tured but the fact remains, accord- 1 
ing to Dr. Lewis, that the results in 
previous years 
were 
the reverse. 
The figures are for whites only, the 
negro and 
Indian 
birth statistics 
being about one-third complete. 


If 
figures given out today by 
Commissioner Lewis are any criter­ 
ion, the Indian is losing ground 
in Oklahoma. 
Dr. Lewis’ figures, 
only partially complete, indicate that 
last year only 606 
Indians were 
born in the state, while 679 died. 
Of the Indian births, 248 were 
full-bloods, 352 Indian-white and 6 
Indian-negro.

and no triplets or quadruplets.

18.— 
Commissioner A. R. Lewis, of the 
state department of public health, 
today announced the inauguration 
of a campaign to perfect the system 
of registering births and deaths in 
Oklahoma. 
Vital statistics records 
of this department are at present 
only about 60 per cent correct. 
In order that a state may be ad­ 
mitted to the federal registration 
area, from which all United States 
data is compiled, the records must 
be at least 90 per cent correct in 
all precincts in the state which is 
a candidate, according to Dr. Lewis’ 
announcement. 
To achieve this aim 
within the coming two years is the 
aim of the Oklahoma department. 
According to a letter mailed today 
to all county health officers there 
was an improvement of thirteen per 
cent in returns of death records dur­ 
ing 1918 but there are only 17,581 
deaths reported when there should 
have been approximately 26,000. 
The department estimates rough-
